of both. The boy died a few hours } 


after reaching the hospital, without 
speaking. : 

John Radloff, 108 Clipper street, 
had left his home last night to 
take his sweetheart, Rose Della Nina, 
4367 Twenty-fourth stréet,. for an 
atittomobile fide, according to his 
custom. His father allowed him to 
use the family automobile on Wed- 
nesdays and Saturdays. 
came home early. 

Mrs. Radloff sat up all night long 
worrying over the absence’ of her 
son. This morning the dread mes- 
sage came, and she and her hus- 
band reached the Community. .Hos- 
pital at San Mateo as their son was 
dying. 

Policemen McAuliff ,and Woods of 
Redwood City noticed the automobile 
parked beside the highway a short 
distance. north of the city limits 
A#hortly after 5 o’clock this morning. 
They investigated and found the ‘two 
accupants in the back seat, the girl 
dead. and the boy unconscious, but 
sitting upright. On the floor of 
the car was 2 revolver from which 
two shots had. been~ fired. 

The note in Della Nina’s handbag 
established the fact that she had 
contemplated death before starting 
on the ride. . It was written in a 
combination of Italian and Spanish 
and offered some difficulty to the 
translators. @ Beginning with “Caro 
Padre” (Dear Father), she expressed 
the wish that het engagement ring 
be changed to.another finger and 
that. her pearls and wrist watch be 
buried .with her. There was no 
explanation, of her motive, and her 
father knew of none.
